A NEEDLESS PERIL: 


Chicago’s Negligence Permits 
the Railroads to Endanger 
Health and Wealth and 
Destroy Beauty. 


REFUSE TO HELP SELVES. 


People of City Let Greed of 
Lines Overcome All Hope 
for Reform of the 
Evil Conditions.

4 man stood in the way of Progress. Seon the 
man was not.—An Ancient Proverb. 

I have been in miany lands and among many 
peoples, but never have I found a community 
of the intelligence of Chicago blessed with 
such lamblike docility. It protests against 
conditions that menace the e teeming 
within its bounds, sometimes, with a great 
show of indignation, expresses disgust, and 
then, relieved, settles back with the pleasing 
consciousness that it hes saved its face. 
Perhaps through some turn of fortune it has 
gained an inch. Then what self-congratula- 
tions. Chicago is great, no other city could 
have done it! 

I am led to these reflections by my experi- 
ences upon the trains of the steam and ele- 
vated railroads and the cars of the trae- 
tion companies. I have suffered from the 
smoke and gas of the Lilinois Central, the 
Northwestern, and others of the twenty-six 
lines entering the city. I have been irritated 
by the clatter of the elevated electrics and 
the inability to find a seat. I have been 
harried by warnings in the surface cars, 
printed and pictorial, gruesomely describ- 
ing the dangers of the way. 


People Blind to Helplessness. 

And the idea has come into my mind and 
persists that the master in Chicago’s house is 
not Chicago but the transportation lines. 

The average citizen will repel indignantly 
such a suggestion. A few of them indeed be- 
came quite abusive when I made it in casual 
conversation. ‘‘ Nonsense,”’ they declared. 
ee ** Transportation is essential to the life of 
a big city. Without it, Chicago would be 
a village; its business quarter would be a va- 
cant lot. Its commercial glory would be gone. 
We cannot bear too heavily upon the arteries 
which carry our blood. It is our duty to con- 
trol, to regulate, them, but when this is 
done, our duty is ddne.“ 

Then I heard some further things about 
the greatness of Chicago. 

I listened politely, eagerly, for in spite of 
everything I believe in Chicago. But I should 
like to know what degree of control or regu- 
lation exists when the city supinely permits 
what should be its servants to do as they 
please, to besmirch its inhabitants with dirt. 
to injure their health, even to kill and maim 
unfortunates who get in the way of the sur- 
face juggernauts. 

What right have the rallroads to pollute the 
city with smoke and gas and cinders? 

What right has the elevated to destroy 
beauty by its ugly ways and its noisy tracks? 

What right have the surface lines to piace 
upon its passengers the responsibility of being 
mashed between its cars? 

I cannot answer these questions. i merely 
propound them. 


“Pull” Reform’s Biggest Foe. 

When I was a young man, I was filled with 
a holy zeal for principle. My slogan was: 
Right before all I happened to mention 
it to a practical politician. ‘ Substitute 

pull, he advised, and your war cry will be 
right.. 

But where does pull enter in connection 
with Chicago’s transportation problem? 1 
read in THE TRIBUN®S the other day that the 
railroads were preparing to attack the coun- 
ell with a lobby in opposition to the eiec- 
trification resolution. Here is the poisonous 
fang of the snake. 

I have seen the fang operate so portectiy 
upon national legislation that I have ac- 
quired a high respect for its effectiveness. 
The vigilance and activity of a mongoose are 
necessary to avoid it. But that vigilance 
and that activity. do not prevail in Chicago. 
I may be mistaken. I sincerely hope I am. 
I have read of leagues, of organization of 
commercial bodies, and of women’s clubs, all 
rabid in their antagonism to smoke, all in- 
sistent upon the passage of the electrification 
ordinance. I have read interviews with ral 
road presidents asserting that electrification 
is impossible and threatening it the ordinance 
were passed they would stop their trains out- 
Side the city. 

It is an attitude so unprogressive, a pur- 
pose so absurd that the one may be set down 
as a falsehood and the other as protitiess 
wind threshing. 


Many Indictments Against Smoke. 

And every citizen of Chicago, knows it or 
ought to know it. While drawing in the 
@moke laden atmosphere I read a compre- 
hensive report entitled, The Electrification 
of Railway Terminals, which had been pre- 
pared under the auspices of the mayor and 
the committee én local transportation of the 
city council. I found therein that: 


Smoke is injurious to health: 

Directly by polluting the air; 

Indirectly, by destroying vegetation. 

It is expensive, because it: 

Increases laundry bills. 

Ruins clothes and clothing; 

Increases cost of painting and washing 
buildings, and other structures; 

Corrodes iron and other metais. 

Disintegrates stone in structures to some 
‘ extent; 

Darkens the air and necessitates a greater 
Use of gas and other luminants; 

Destroys vegetation; 

Wastes coal: 

Injures Chicago as a market center in that 
its attractiveness to the out of town buyer 
is lessened. 

Nothing could be truer than these conciu- 
sions. The air is common to all the peo 
ple. If there is an inalienable right it is that 
of breathing an uncontaminated atmosphere. 
A railroad or a factory has no more right 
to vitiate the air than your neighbor has to 
use your parlor for a garbage receptacie. 

Dividends Roads’ Only Desire: 

But this is not the view of the ratiroaas. 
They care nothing for your heaith. They do 
not pay your laundry bills. Taey have no 
interest in your clothes. They are not con- 
cerned about your stock or your buildings. 
They want, they shriek for dividenas. The 
dollar ever is placed before the man.

NEW ALLY IN MOVE 
TO CLEAN CHICAGO 


United Forces of Temperance 
Indorse “ Tribune“ Cam- 
paign for More Sightly, 
Desirable City. 


PRAISE GEN. GRANT’S ACT. 


Meeting That Is Eeho“ of Great 
“Dry” Parade Adopts Res- 
olutions in Approval 
of Commander. 


Tue TRIBUNE'S campaign for a “ clean Chi- 
cago” last night receiVed the unqualified in- 
dorsement of the united temperance forces 
of the city. 

This action in support of clean government, 
clean laws, and clean streets was taken at an 
“echo meeting in Willard hall of the tem- 


perance societies which recently held one 


of the largest parades ever seen in the city. 

Besides praising Tue TRIBUND’s attitude 
toward municipal cleanliness, the meeting 
adopted stirring resolutions in eulogy of 
Gen. Fred D. Grant, the commander of the 
Untted States army department of the lakes, 
who marched at the head of the temperance 
parade in full uniform. 

The resolutions also scored the critics of the 
army officer and stated that if they were op- 
posed to Gen. Grant’s action they were also 
opposed to organized self-government. 


Praises “Tribune” Editorial. 

The keynote of the meeting was voiced 
by William A. Brubaker, former eandidate 
for governor on the Prohibition ticket, in a 
rousing appeal to the temperance pevple of 
the city to work together for a cleaner Chi- 
cago. He said that all of the societies fight- 
Ing the liquor traffic should take clean up 
Chicago for their motto. 

“One of the best editorials I ever read in 
a newspaper I discovered this morning when 
I was coming into Chicago from down in 
the state,“ said Mr. Brubaker. This edi- 
torial was in Tun Trisunp and it was re- 
printed by request from the issue of the morn- 
ing before. It was for a clean Chicago and 
it urged the people to clean up immediately 
and to keep things clean. 

Now, T want all of you—if you haven't 
already—to read that editorial Read ii 
and digest it. It will do you good. It is 
sensible expression of a great newspaper re- 
garding the needs of the city. Don’t we 
need @ cleaner Chicago? Don't we need to 
clean up fast and furious in order to get 
some of the dirt from front of our homes? 


Says “Make It Reality.” 

Let us take Tue TRIBUNBE’s editorial and 
make for our motto the words, ‘Clean up 
Chicago.’ Let us clean the streets and the 
city hall and the police department. 

Now there is a lot of talk about the con- 
viction of Inspector McCann. State's Attor- 
ney Wayman deserves great credit for run- 
ning down a maar who has preyed on the 
unfortunates of the west side levee destrict. 
Whether the conviction of this police inspect- 
or was right or not, it has made the people 
of Chicago sit up and take notice. 

But Mr. Wayman’s work of eliminating 
the grafter from the police department is 
only a part of the great work of cleaning up 
Chicago. The temperance societies are also 
doing their share of the work. When we get 
the saloons out of the city there will be fewer 
grafters, the streets will be cleaner, and Tur 
iu Nx s cleaner Chicago ’ will be a 
reality.“ 


Strong Approval of Grant. 

The resolution upholding Gen. Grant's 
“courage and manhood "’ in advocating the 
temperance cause Was presented by Dr. H. 
C. Newton, secretary of the parade commit- 
tee. It was drawn by Dr. Newton and W. 
F. Mulvihill, secretary of the Law and Order 
league, and was as follows: 

‘Whereas, A representative of an organ- 
ization which claims to stand for liberty 
was the first to deny toa soldier in the United 
States army, Gen. Fred D. Grant, the liberty 
to wear his uniform as he pleases, a right 
which no sober and patriotic American citi- 
zen has ever questioned before, 

‘Whereas, In our opinion, that uniform 
symbolizes the same idea as does the stars 
and stripes—:bat is, law and order, we hold 
that if in the z2tter written by Mr. Michaelis 
he spoke for the United Societies for Local 
Self-Government, that the said organization 
declared itseif opposed to the flag of the 
United States and to organized government 
under it. 

Charge It Was a Bluff. 

* Whereas, This was merely another effort 
on the part of the lawbreaking liquor inter- 
ests to bulldoze and intimidate a prominent 
public official who has courage and con- 
science enough to stand with the sober and 
law abiding cit.zens of this country against 
lawlessness and debauchery, 

Therefore, Be it resolved that this meet- 
ing, representing practically every religious, 
temperance, and reform organization in the 
city which opposes saloon anarchy and de- 
bauchery, hereby commend and indorse the 
action of Gen. Fred D. Grant in his manly, 
courageous, and unselfish devotion to the 
cause of sobriety and good government; and 
we invite the sober and law abiding people of 
America to behold this fearless public ser- 
vant who absolutely refuses to be bought or 
intimidated by these powerful, arrogant, and 
notoriously corrupt interests,” 

Following the introduction of these resolu- 
tions Eugene W. Chapin, former candidate 
for president on the Prohibition ticket, in a 
brief address advocated the repetition of this 
year's temperance parade. He also stated 
that he was in favor of a no license campaign 
for Chicago next spring. 

The Rev. C. G. Kindred Said that the United 
States army was RoW on record for tem- 
perance and that he expected in the near 
future the entire country would join the war 
againt the saloon. He said Gen. Grant had 
declared that tf it was necessary he would 

tear off his epaulets and grind them in the 
dust for the advocacy of temperance. 

The Rev. P. J. O'Callaghan, Gen. John 
Sobieski, Arthur Burrage Farwell and others 
delivered brief addresses. Mrs. Emily Hill. 
president of the W. C. T. U. presided at the 
meeting.

HALSTED RESORTS MUST 60 


Inspector Healy Issues Order | 
That Strikes Franks. 


THEIR PLACES TO BE CLOSED 


Police Threaten General Raids Unless 
Edict Is Obeyed. 


Inspector Stephen K. Healy last night or- 
dered his men to close the resorts of Halsted 
street. Included under the edict were the 
Frank brothers, the accusers of Inspector 
McCann. 

Tell the keepers of every resort in Hal- 
sted street that they must move within a 
week. was the order the inspector gave out 
early in the evening, and the command im- 
mediately was communicated to the keepers 
of the four resorts that are affected by the 
order. 

The first general cleanup order was sup- 
plemented by the inspector in a statement 
concerning his plans for his crusade against 
vice conditions, in the assertion that the men 
who live off the unfortunate women of the 
district also must go. Inspector Healy says 
these men are to be driven from the district, 
no matter how severe the measures to ac- 
complish the result may be. 

Genker Also to Be Ousted, 

Another feature of the new order which 
occasioned comment is the fact that in 
addition to the three places run in property 


owned by the Frank brothers, two of the 


resorts are owned by “Monkey Face 
Charley Genker, one of the men who stood 
by the Franks in their assertions that they 
were collectors of money for Inspector Mc- 
Cann. - 

The places affected are at 13, 17, 19 and 21 
South Halsted street. Minnie Goldberg is the 
woman who is housekeeper for Genker at 13 
and 15. The place at 19 is run by Bertha 
Gordon, and No. 21 is Sarah Gordon's place. 
The Frank brothers own all the properties 
except 21 Halsted street. Louis Frank said 
in the evening he was glad the order had 
been issued, 

“ Genker is going to move out of 18 Halsted 
street/tomorrow,” he said, and he will be 
out of the other place in a few days. I 
am glad the inspector is starting to clean up 
the district. We already have plans drawn 
for new buildings to replace those shacks 
now occupied by the resorts.” 


Calls It Disgrace to City. 

In explaining his reasons for beginning a 
general cleanup of the west side district and 
especially Halsted street, Inspector Healy 
said: 

The tough resorts and saloons have got 
to go; the practice of disreputable women of 
stopping men on the streets must ease; and 
the unnamable creatures who call themselves 
men and live off the unfortunate women of 
the underworld must leave the district. The 
order to clean up Halsted street was made 
because it is a disgrace to the city to allow 
these places in a public thoroughfare which 
has more street cars running on it, I believe, 
than any other street of the city except Clark 
street. 

“ They must move within the week or police 
officers will be sent to the places and put the 
inmate out.“ :

suddenly was recalled to Washington by a 
telegram received from Secretary of State 
Knox. 

Mr. Crane n his summons was for 
the purpose of discussing important dtplo- 
matic questions, but he refused to give any 
idea of their purport. 

The minister immediately on receiving the 
summons canceled his order for a state- 
room on the transport Thomas and made ar- 
rangements to hurry to the capital.

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LEGLER’S PAY $6,000 THIS YEAR 


Board Reaches Compromise Over 
New Librarian’s Salary. 


MERIT WILL WIN ADVANCE. 


Appointee Tells Directors Watch word 
Will Be Progress.“ 


Through a compromise between members 
who thought the new librarian of the Chicago 
public library should begin service with a 
55.000 salary and those who wished to in- 
crease the annual stipend to $7,500 the library 
board, at its weekly meeting last night, fixed 
the pay for Henry Eduard Legler, new head 
of the city’s big book depository at $6,000. 

This figure was decided upon after the mat- 
ter had been thrashed out in executive ses- 
sion. It was tacitly agreed among board 
members that this should be considered only 
the initial pay, that it should be increased as 
the new“librarian displayed fitness and capa- 
bility in the new postion intrusted to him. 

Mr. Legler was the guest of the library 
board and at the close of the board meeting 
was Officially made executive head of the 
Chicago public library. Members signified 

a desire that he assume charge as quickly 
as possible and he promised to begin his 
duties next Monday. Escorted by members 
of the board the new librerian made a tour 
of inspection of the buiiding. 


Legler Has Faith in Library. 
Representing the board, President Robert 
J. Roulston promised the incoming librarian 
the support of the present administration 
and cordial cojperation from all the board 
members. Mr. Legler expressed a faith that 
the future of the library would be commen- 
surate with the future of Chicago. 

Jam deeply gratified and fully appreciate 
this cordial welcome, he sad. I have been 
correctly reported in the press as favoring 
library extension by means of branch libra- 
ries and through the establishment of close 
relations with the public schools and I am 
delighted and encouraged to find that you 
sympathize with such views. 

“ Details of plans for enlargement will be 
worked out later and these will be brought to 
you. In your counsel I hope to find a guide 
toward successs. I bring enthusiasm to the 
work and do not hesitate to leave the out- 
come in your hands. 

Mr. Legler came to Chicago from Madison 
in the afternoon at the invitation of the 
board. He met President Elton Lower of the 
civil service commission and Attorney How- 
ard O. Sprogle at the city hall and then went 
to the Chicago Commons, where he delivered 
a brief address before an assembly of teach- 
ers from the Otis, Motley, Tilden, Washing- 
ton, and Montfiore public schools.

MUST CUT DOWN CAPITAL. 


Property Unable to Earn Even 
the Interest Charges on 
$30,000,000 Bonds. 


Combined efforts on the part of E. H. Har- 
riman and J. Ogden Armour having falled to 
make the bores of the IIlinois Tunnel com- 
pany pay, a reorganization of its financial 
affairs and possibly a receivership, is under 
consideration. 

A meeting between the Armour and Har- 
riman interests is scheduled to be held in 
New York this week, when it is expected 
gome conclusion will be reached. 

The capitalization of the concern is top- 
lofty. The property is unable to earn the 
interest charges on the $30,000,000 of bonds. 
much less anything on the $45,000,000 of stock 
of the Chicago Subway company, which 
controls the tunnels. The earnings of the 

Is as reported to the city were equal 
to but $311,996 last year. The interest charges 
made a total of $1,420,000. Earnings, how- 
ever are now larger than those reported. 
Despite the planning that has been done and 
the talent spent on the enterprise, it does not 
promise in the near or remote future earn- 
ings equal to.charges and there is nothing 
left but reorganization. 


Heavy Burden on Armour. 

People who are familiar with the affairs of 
the tunnels and their prospects are said to 
have reached the belief that the outlook is 
hopeless under the present capitalization. 

During the last few years E. H. Harriman 
and J. Ogden Armour carried the project, 
preveating default of interest on the bonds 
by advancing a large loan. This loan now 
amounts to $9,500,000, so far as public rec- 
ords go, and draws interest at 6 per cent. 
It is secured by $18,000,000 Lilinois Tunnel 
company bonds. As collateral for the loan 
they are yalued at between 72 and 73 cents 
on the dollar. 

So long as E. H. Harriman was alive he 
and Armour appeared to be willing, out- 
wardly at least, to carry the burden, believ- 
ing developments would be such as to bring 
them out whole. With the death of Mr. Har- 
riman, Mr. Armour began to view the situa- 
tion seriously and to wonder whether the 
Harriman estate was willing to stand fur- 
ther for its share of interest charges. 


Capital Must Be Scaled. 

Tt was primarily to confer over the matter 
that the meeting for this week was arranged. 
In event of the two special interests reach- 
ing a determination as to what shall be done, 
a meeting of the bondholders will be called 
for final decision. It is conceded that the 
capital must be scaled. The $45,000,000 of 
etock of the Chicago Subway company is 
worthless except for voting purposes, ahd 
voting power in a concern which earns but a 
part of its bond interest does not appear flat- 
tering to the average investor. 

Since the company is unable to earn its 
interest there must be either foreclosure or 
agreement on the part of the bondholders 
to waive their interest for a period to be 
agreed upon. No other course is open un- 
less the Harriman estate and Mr. Armour are 
willing to devote a part of their resources to 
what may be considered semi-philanthropic 
uses. 

Tunnel Company Owns Bores. 

The Chicago Subway company Nas or- 
ganized in 1904 with an authoriged capital 
Of this amount $45,000,- 
000 has been issued. It acquired control of 
the Illinois Tuniel company, ‘which cemoern 
owns the bores, or tunnels, which con- 
cern also issued $30,000,000 of d pet cent bonds 
The greater part of these bonds was original 
ly taken by certain interests in Scranton, Pa., 
who believed in tunnels.. ; 

But several years ago it was decided to in- 
crease the mileage, and, as the bonds were 
not readily salable, a loan was negotiated to 


complete the work. The amount of this loan 


‘had to be increased gradually. ‘There were 
‘those interested in the property who could 
‘see nothing but large earnings, and who 
‘eventually persuaded E. H. Harriman and 
‘J. Ogden Armour of the great future of the 
tunnels. 

Mr. Harriman turned over the active work 
of completing the bores and establishing con- 
nection with business houses and railroads to 
Mr. Armour. Mr. Armour in turn empioyed 
his best talent on the work. Through his in- 
fluence as a big shipper all the railroads, with 
the exception of the Grand Trunk, were in- 
terested, and established connections with 


the tunnels. 


Hopes Fail of Realization. 

It was thought that when the railroads were 
booked up to the proposition and important 
business houses had made arrangements to 
use the bores the income would grow 80 stead- 
ily that those who had invested in its bonds 

and had loaned it money, would be able to 
see their way out. 

But the traffic has not grown to a point 
where the present capital Is anything like 
justified, as the returns show. It is thought 
that with an outside capitalization of pos- 


- Bibly $25,000,000 or $30,000,000 there might 


be reasonable expectation of a fair return. 
But the company at present is confronted 
with $17,000,000 bonds in the hands of the 
original backers and to some extent the 
public, while at least $0,500,000 drawing 6 per 
cent interest is owed on the company’s 
Rotes.

Girl, Despondent, Kills Herself. 

Miss Elsie Taylor killed herself at Ander- 
son, Ind., by taking poison. Se had been in 
ill health for some weeks and her act is at- 
tributed to despondency. Miss Taylor lived 
with her mother, Mrs. H. S. Taylor, and three 
sisters at 720 Oakwood boulevard. The fam- 
ily came to Chicago seven years ago from 
Streator, III. 

Miss Taylor was a bookkeeper on the west 
side and lately had complained of not feeling 
well and for two weeks previous to her leav- 
ing for Anderson on her vacation last week 
he did not work.

ALBERT PULITZER A SUICIDE. 

VIENNA, Oct. 4.—Depressed at the failure 
of his physicians to hasten his recovery from 
a nervous breakdown, Albert Pulitzer, a 
brother of Joseph Pulitzer, publisher of the 
New York World, killed himself in his apart- 
ments in this city last night. 

It was evident that he had made doubly sure 


‘of death, for aH the indications pointed to the 


fact that he had first swallowed poison, and 
then, standing in front of a mirror, had sent 
a bullet from a revolver through his right 
temple. An empty poison bottle lay on a 
table. 

Some time later Dr. Pollak, who has been 
attending Mr. Pulitzer, called to make his 
usual visit and found bim lying dead on the 
floor in front of his dressing table. 

Albert Pulitzer was the founder of the New 
York Morning Journal. He had spent most 
of his time in Europe since 1895 until two 
years ago, when he went to New York and an- 
nounced his intention of starting anewspaper 
in that city. The project was not put into 
effect and Mr. Pulitzer returned to Europe. 

Albert and Joseph Pulitzer had been es- 
trangéd for several years.

Btructed, which information Washington 
— will settle the moot issue once and for 
all. 

Dr. Evans and several other health officers 
of municipalities on the Lake Michigan shore 
have complained repeatedly of the govern- 
ment officials who, in keeping navigation 
clear in the Chicago and Calumet rivers and 
in the adjacent harbors, have been dumping 
the refuse and filth so close to the city in- 
takes that health of the city has been im- 
periled. 


Navigation Interests Government. 

The goverument's position during the con- 
troversy has been that It is no particular 
business of the government to protect the 
city’s health and that it is in business in 
Chicago to keep the river channels in usable 
condition. 

Negotiations have been in progress between 
the municipality and the government to have 
the refuse dumped either behind the break- 
water or beyond the eight mile limit out in 
Lake Michigan. There would be a quick 
signing of articles if an agreement could 
be reached as to who will pay the bill, Uncle 
Sam or Chicago. ag 

The object of the investigation now ordered 
by Secretary Dickinson is to see whether the 
cribs, intakes, and sewers were not built too 
close to government dumps, thus placing the 
fault upon the city. 


Maj. Rees to Investigate.

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MEMBERS OF BROKERAGE FIRM 
ARRESTED ON LARCENY CHARGE 


Two Arrests Made at Boston After Se- 
cret Indictment Alleges $120,000 
Irregularity—Sequel to Failure. 


Boston. Mass., Oct. 4.—Arthur B. Seder- 
quist and John E. Barry, members of the 
failed brokerage firm of Sederquist, Barry 
& Co., which was petitioned into bankruptcy 
last spring, were arrested today on a secret 
indictment charging them jointly with the 
larceny of $120,000. Sederquist gave bail, 
but Barry was unable to give bond and was 
locked up.

The speaker was Marie Dambreaux, 18 
years old, of 3440 North Hoyne avenue, who 
attempted to end her life in a chop suey res- 
taurant on Sept. 14 by taking carbolic acid 
because Jack Patterson, a deep sea diver 
at Riverview park, had jilted her.

Burkhart Demands Jury Trial. 

Burkhart demanded a jury trial and His 
bonds were fixed at $500. 

Detective Parker testified that the raid was 
made on a warrant obtained by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth McCarthy of 1858 West Erie street, who 
went with the police to point out her daugh- 
ter, Katharine McCarthy; 19 years old; who 
was drinking in the place.

New York, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—Forbes Rob- 
ertson, the English actor whose talent won 
wide appreciation both in this and his native 
country, was geen tonight at Maxine Elllot's 
theater in a stage adaptation of Jerome K. 
Jerome’s story The Passing of the Third 
Floor Back.“ Those who read the tale when 
it first appeared will remember it. Itis not a 
story to be forgotten. Nor will tonight’s au- 
dience soon forget it in its stage form. 

Mr. Robertson in a short curtain speeth 
referred to it as. a symbolic play. Symbolic 
it is, but not a play in the common meaning 
of the term. Rather a sermon—a persona! 
appeal—presented to varied stage characters 
based upon the text “ Let your better self 
prevail.“ Of the dramatic action there is so 
little in the piece that it is a negligible quan- 
tity, but of force and strength there is much.

BOWERS MAY BE FLEEING GIRL. 


Friends of Missing Armour Employe 
Think Quarrel, Not Murder, Is 
Cause of Absence. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 4.—([Special.)—There is 
now conclusive proof at hand that George 
W. Bowers, missing sales manager of the 
Omaha branch of the Armour Packing com- 
pany, voluntarily disappeared, but nobody 
seems to know his reasons, as his books and 
accounts are said to be ip perfect condition. 

The murder theory in connection with the 
disappearance has been abandoned. Today 
it deyeloped that instead of having been lost 
in St. Paul, he passed through that city and 
claimed baggage, suitcase, and. gun bag at 
Duluth on the morning of Sept. 6, two days 
after leaving Omaha.

Dry goods houses, 
men’s furnishing stores, tallors’ establish- 
ments, jewelers mdeed, every variety of 
market place is held in the grimy grip of the 
black moneter. 
Deaths in Smoke’s Wake. 

From the view of the pocketbook, there. 
fore, electrification is advisable. From the 
standpoint of health, it is imperative. Re. 
ports of the department of commerce and 
labor assert that the mortality from pneu- 
monia is 50 per cent higher in the dirtier 
aired cities than in the country. Dr. Archer 
demonstrated that if two animals were in- 
fected with tuberculosis and one was given 
good air and another smoky air, the animal 
breathing smoky air would die more quickly 
than the other. If two animals were taken; 
one was allowed to breathe good air and the 
second air containing a small quantity of 
smnoke—if, now, both animals breathed 
aspergilius spores, the one which had inhaled 
smoke would get pneumonia, the other would 
not. It even has been suggested that the 
increased death rate of the winter months 
over those of the summer is due to the bet- 
ter ventilation and greater air dilution of the 
warm season. 

I have recited these faets as presented in 
the report because they bring directly home 
conditions that I have seen. They consti- 
tute a.terrific indictment. What are the peo- 
ple going to do about it? 

It is estimated that the railroads consume

Does this show that electrification is im- 
possible ? ? 
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The physical limitations now crippling the 
road will be removed. 

Their physical track and yard problem is 
exceptionally simple. 

All phases of traction equipment have been 
demonstrated to a degree hitherto unheard 
of in the history of traction, 


What has been the experience of the elec- 
tric roads? 

Profitable operation with constant increase 
of business, frequently at the expense of the 
steam roads. ‘ 


There, you people of Chicago and you offi- 
clals of the railroads. Health and comfort 
and profit are the sure followers of electrifi- 
cation. If the railroads do not realize these 
advantages and full immediately to substi- 
tute the new system, then a united city 
should compe) them to act in their own as 
well as the public interest. 


But in the latter case theraflroads will stop 


outside of the city. 

Bosh! 

Did the railroads come to the city for the 
profit of Chicago? 

Are the railroads staying in Chicago mere- 
ly from a patriotic, unselfish desire to enable 


it to fourish? 
Or are they here because there is money in 


the connection? 

Watch the lobby, watch the council, and 
comffel electrification. It will do more at this 
moment to make Chicago livable than any- 
thing I can think of.

New York, Oct. 4.—[Special.] — Wilbur 
Wright made one of the most spectacular 
flights ever witnessed in America whem he 

noted his biplane up the Hudson as far as 

rant's tomb, turned, and flew back to Gov- 
or’s island without mishap today. 
ver the masses of warships, from whose 
decks the hoarse cheers of the sailors were 
borne to him in his elevated seat, he flew for 
twenty miles—ten miles up and ten miles 
back—remaining in the alr for thirty-three 
minutes and thirty-three seconds. 

Wright started on his flight up the Hudson 
at 9:56 a. m. and finished exactly at 10:29:33. 
He had intended to improve upon his achieve- 
ment of the morning by making a longer and 
more hazardous flight at sunset, but the 
Erippling of his motor just as he was about 
to start on the evening attempt dashed his 
hopes as well as those of the thousands who 
had assembled on Governor’s island and 
along the water front to cheer him on. 


Wind Is Against Aviator. 


The flight was made under conditions only 
moderately favorable. When Wright reached 
Governor’s island shortly after 8 o'clock the 
wind was blowing about ten miles an hour, 
while an overc&st sky added to the uncer- 
tainty of the weather. In the face of these 
conditions Wright called for volunteers from 
among the newspaper men assembled to tow 
his machine to the starting rail while he 
superintended the laying of the starting way 
in the direction of the wind. Everything 
ready, his mechanician’ gave the propeller a 
twist, which started the motor, and amid the 
which 
sounded Uke musketry fire, Wright climbed 
to his seat in his aeroplane. 

With the planes tilted slightly to one side 
the man bird slowly ascended into the air, 
rising to a height of barely twenty feet, 
while it swooped ſn a semi-circle toward the 
water's edge. 


Skyscrapers Make Air Currents, 


Almost indistinguishable against the gray, 
banked clouds, the machine soared past old 
Castle William and soon entered the cafion 
made by the giant skyscrapers of Manhattan 
island and the Jersey hills. At this point 
the aeroplane was flying at a height of nearly 
200 feet, but unexpected air currents caused 
by the great buildings moved the aviator to 
bring his craft closer to the water. Tilting 
the depressing rudder, he slowly brought 
the machine down, sloping gradually until 
he was but 100 feet above the tooting ferry 
boats and the busy river traffic. His motor 
was churning as regularly as a clock, and, 
settling himself in his seat, he sped onward 
up the river. 

When the air vessel reached the British 
cruiser Argyll, anchored-an eighth of a 
mile above Grant's tomb, Wright breught his 
direction. rudders into play and, describing 
an easy and graceful curve, started on his 
return journey down the river. 

The wind conditions which had bothered 
him on the journey up were now more favor- 
able and it was here that the speed possi- 
bilities of the machine were demonstrated. 
While the ten- miles upstream occupied néar- 
ly twenty minytes, the return flight was made 
in little more than thirteen minutes, or ata 
rate approximately of ferty-two miles an 
hour. a :

DECREE EIGHT YEARS OLD. 


Contention That the Original Trial 


1 Court Was Imposed Upon. 


Judge Lockwood Honoré in the Circuit 
court yesterday granted a continuance until 
Oct. 13 to hear legal arguments as to why 
he should set aside a decrée of divorce 
granted by Judge Edward F. Dunne in 1901 
to Grace B. Guggenheim against William 
Guggenheim, the youngest of the seven Gug- 
genheim brothers of smelter fame. It is 
understood an effort will be made to show 
that the original trial court was imposed 
upon and misled. 

While unwilling to make such an assertion, 
Mr. Dunne declared that in his opinion, sus- 
tained by opinions of others, it is the inherent 
right-of any court to protéct its dignity, and 
on these grounds he is said to believe the 
divorce action may be reopened after eight 


‘years. 
William E. Dever and William M. Sea- 


bury,.a New York attorney, represent Mrs. 
Guggenheim. Mr. Seabury intimates that 
Mrs. Guggenheim, in obtaining the original 
divorce, was led to believe her birth in this 
state constituted a legal residence to warrant 
the divorce. In support ofthe fact that Mrs. 
Guggenheim was not a resident of Illinois, 
he declares that even while the original ag- 
tion was on trial she maintained her home 
in New York. 


Right to Reopen Case Disputed. 
C. E. Cleveland agd Benjamin Becker ap- 


* pear in the case in behalf of Jacob Newman, 


local counsel for Mr. Guggenheim. Mr. 
Cleveland says it is his belief that the case 
will go no further than the hearing of argu- 
ments Oct. 18. They will dispute the right 
of the Circuit court to reopén a case of this 
nature after it has been duly closed by the 
court. 

The original decree granted Mrs. Guggen- 
heim $500 a month alimony. This was fater 
settled for $160,000 cash. Attorneys for Mr. 
Guggenheim now intimate that this money 
has been disposed of, and declare the woman 
is practically at the end of her resources. 

The former Mrs. Guggenheim, before be- 
ginning the last Chicago action, filed suit 
for divorce in New York. The New York 
Supreme court at that time held that the 
decree granted by Judge Dunne was legal. 


Both Sides to File Answers. 
Counsel for Guggenheim will file an answer 


in court notylater than Wednesday, after 


which counsel for Mrs. Guggenheim will file 
an answer for their client. 

Colin C. H. Fyffe, who was appointed by 
Judge Honoré as friend of the court to in- 
vestigate the matter, largely on the strength 
of representations by former Judge Dunne, 
has announced his readiness to go into the 
case. 

Since the divorce eight years ago the for- 
mer Mrs. Guggenheim married Jules Roger 
Wahl in Paris, and later was divorced by 
him in the courts of France. At that time, 
it is said, attormeys for Wahl assured her 
the LUlinois divorce was void. 

Four years after the divorce Guggenheim 
married Miss Aimee Steinberger in Chicago. 
They now live in New York and have one 
child. :

McGovern Gets New Contract. 

Although he was detected “ putting some- 
thing over on the same sort of a contract 
last year, M. H. McGovern has obtained the 
contract for 30,000 yards of asphalt repair 
work to be done this fall. His bid of 87 cents 
a yard was the lowest received. Last year 
he bid $1.75 for resurfacing a square yard of 
asphalt and 1 cent a yard for rebuilding the 
entire paving, including the foundation. 
When his contract was near expiration it 
was found nearly all his work had been of the 
high priced type, on which he made a profit 
of $1 a yard, and. he had lost little on the 1 
cent class of work.

HISTORIC STUDY IS URGED. 


Pastors Must Realize That Ethics 
Change as Years Roll By. . 


The University of Chicago divinity depart- 
ment has set its stamp of approval on the 
theory that the old testament of the bible is 
a poor moral guide in the light of present 
knowledge. This stand is taken in an un- 
signed editorial in the Biblical World which, 
according to Prof. Ernest De Witt Burton, 
the editor in chief, represents the attitude of 
the twelve editors of the magazine, 

What tue university theologians suggest is 
the historical method of bible study. Prof. 
Herbert L. Willett, one of the editors, ex- 
plained the position of the proféssors. ~ 

„The bible must be looked at as the work 


/ of ancients,” he said. “ As such it naturally 


is not a model. It recites the attempts of 
the people of its time to make out the best 
solution to the problems met with.” 


Changes in Moral Views. 

Extracts from the editorial in the Biblical 
World follow: 

„What shall we say concerning the com- 
mands of Jehovah in the old testament to 
exterminate the women and children of a 
vanquished foe? 

Not only does the bible apparently fall to 
condemn practices which our own mo 
sense must condemn, but it also fails to men- 
tion some of the problems which are fore- 
most in our modern life. 

How, for example, can a Christian gain 
an intelligent unaerstanding of the issues at 
stake in the modern conflict between capital 
and labor if he simply confine himself to a 
reading of the bible?“ 


Historical Method of Study. 

These things are pointed out in defence 
of the historical method of bible study 

„The modern biblical scholar,” the editor- 
ial says, cannot fail to notice the way in 
which moral ideas 8 out of specific his- 
torica} and social needs. From this point 
of view those moral ideals in the bible which 
are inapplicable today cause him no more 
perplexity than do the moral ideals of 
ancient Greece which are likewise inapplic- 
able, 

“Is it not time that we should cease to 
apologize for this method of biblical study 
-which has been universally adopted in our 
seminariés? Should we not rather recog- 
nige the latent power to be derived from it

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THE TRACTION MERGER. 


tion of Tun Trrsune’s address to the 
mayor and the citizens 6f Chicago on the 


desperate need for united action for the 


eity’s good there. appeared in its columns 
the first accurate report on the plans for 
the merger of all but two of the great 
public service corporations in the city. 
The consequences of the plan and the 
issues raised by it are so great and are 


; complieated by so many considerations 


that Tur Tripung has withheld its opin- 
ion until today. And the opinion which 
it expresses now is tentative and frag- 
mentary; because the creation of a public 
service corporation with a capital equal 
to over three-quarters of the assessed 
value of city property and combining 
lighting as well as traction functions 
raises the gravest question, except that 
of plain honesty, which has confronted 
the city in twenty years. However, Tun 
TRIBUNE now is prepared to say: 

1. That there should be a union of 
traction bodies in the interest of economy, 
efficiency, and greater municipal control. 

2. That union should merease the rela- 
tive proportion of corporate contribution 
to the city’s revenue, because of the 
economies accruing from union; and that 
the scope of municipal control should be 
widened because of the greater power of 
the consolidated interests. 

3. That it is a moot question whether 
a corporation supplying power should be 
permitted to unite with other corporations 
engaged in service not wholly germane to 
its own. 

4. That if the traction companies unite 


power, on a competitive basis, in order 
that the people’s plant, built and oper- 
ated by the drainage board (if it can), 
may help to keep down the cost of elec- 
tric operation and thereby increase the 
revenue of the city. 

It is not too much to say that the great 
plan proposed should be publicly consid- 


“ered by the civic bodies and the city coun-’ 


ei]. It is emphatically clear that a meas- 
ure of such far reaching importance as 
the consolidation of the several traction 


| companies should be deferred for at least 


@ year, and maybe until the members of 
the whole counci] have been elected or re- 
elected after an active discussion of the 
question. a 

So far reaching is the scheme in its 
immediate and ultimate consequences that 
it affects the subway questien, the loop 
question, suburban and interurban rail- 
way, and trolley service. The growth 
and prosperity of whole districts of the 
city will be affected adversely or favor- 
ably by the solution of the problem pre- 
sented, 

The voters and taxpayers of today and 
their heirs of another generation will suf- 
fey or gain, will pay higher or lower 
taxes; in the measure of the degree of 
wisdom with which the combination of 
the traction interests is effected. 


NOISE ON THE LAKE FRONT. 

The story in yesterday's Trreunm gave 
only a faint idea of the nightly fury and 
rage of noise on the Illinois Central right 
of way between Randolph street and 
Park row. To get a fuller conception of 
it one must try vainly to get unbroken 
sleep in one of the hotels near the Lllinois 
Central pandemonium. 

It is not correct to speak of the strip of 
land between Grant park and Michigan 
avenue as a right of way.” Once it was 
that and nothing more. It was used ex- 
clusively for the movement of trains. 
Now it is a long freight yard for the sto: 
age and switching of cars and for the 
making up of trains — mostly freight 
trains. A few years ago James J. Hill 
laid down the rule that economy in han- 
dling freight required an engine to haul 
the largest possible number of cars. The 
Illinois Central acts on his advice on the 
lake front. So to the noise which accom- 
panies the making up of a train is added 
the long drawn out noise which ensues 
when an engine sets out to start a train 
which it has barely force to drag. Then 
comes a clank, clank, clank, as the coup- 
lings of car after car are jerked at. 

One may ask why the Illinois Central 
dares to make so offensive a use of its 
right of way. The auswer is that its law- 
yers were smarter than those for the city. 
In 1895 an ordinance was passed for an 
“amicable adjustment establishing the 
rights of the IIlinois Central and the city 
of Chicago relating to property along the 
shore of Lake Michigan.” The wily rai)- 
road lawyers slipped into it the following 
section, whose signficance the city’s law- 
yers and the council did not appreciate: 


In case of the acceptance of this ordinance the 
said railroad company shall have the right to use 
in perpetuity its grounds and right of way between 
the north line of Randolph street and the southern 
boundary of the lake park, and the railroad tracks 
jaid or to be laid thereon, for all legitimate rail- 
road purposes, free from all restrictions, 

This was a shameful surrender of the 
rights of the public, but those rights are 
not irretrievably lost if the city shail 
make a fight for their recovery. The last 
paragraph of the section reads:

While conditions have stayed its progress 
im the direction of democratic govern- 
ment, the whole world is a debtor to the 
political philosophers of 1848. It is the 
irony of fate that the other Teutonic na- 
tions should have profited more by their 
preaching than that branch of the race 
which actually gave them birth.

EW peers of the British realm, especial- 
ly those hose honors are not of mod- 
ern creation, manage to escape the 
annoyance of having pretensions put 
forward to their dignities. Not one in 
a- hundred of these claime is successful. 


But they call for the expenditure of a ° 
siderable amount of money, trouble, 
worry, in order to resist the attack, which 
occasionally brings to light glimpses of that 
vast. storehouse of romance which is con- 
tained in the annals and traditions of the old 
houses of the English aristocracy. 

The latest to suffer in this fashion is Lord 
Macdonald, whose ancestors bore the historic 
title of lord of the isles, now owned by the 
prince of Wales. The claimant in this in- 
stance is a rich Yorkshire land owner of the 
name of Alexander Bosville of Thorpe hall 
and of Gunthwaite, and who was high sheriff 
of Yorkshire a few years ago, and is a grand- 
son of the seventh Lord Middleton. He 
claims the barony of Macdonald, which is not 


the peculiar circumstances of the marriage 
of his great-grandfather, the third Lord Mac- 
donald, with a lady who was the daughter of 
Farley Edsir, otherwise the attainted mar- 


quis of Tyrconnel. 
The marriage of the third Lord Macdonald 


and of this lady was of the Gretna Green 
order, and to it rn a son, Alexander, 
and a daughter, Louisa, who married the 
fifth earl of Hopetoun, and thus became the 
great-grandmother of the present marquis 
of Linlithgow. Afterwards Lady Macdonald 
developed scruples and insisted upon being 
married according to the rites of the English 
church. This was held, for some reason or 
other, to invalidate the Gretna Green cere- 
mony, and in consequence to make Alexander 


and his sister illegitimate. 


~~ 

On this ground the peerage, on the death of 
the third Lord Macdonald, passed to Godfrey, 
the eldest of his three sons born subsequent 
to the Church of England marriage cere- 
mony, Alexander being barred from the suc- 
cession. The present and sixth Lerd Mac- 
donald is the grandson of Godfrey. 

Godfrey’s eldest brother, Alexander, who 
had thus been barred from the succession to 
his father’s honors, being unwilling to retain 
the name of Macdonald, which recalled the 
stigma on his birth, secured a license from 
the crown to assume his mother’s patronymic 
of Bosville, and received, by his mother’s 
bequest, her estate of Gunthwaite, in York- 
shire, as well ae Thorpe hall from one of his 
mother's brothers. The claimant is his 
grandson, and now puts forward the pre- 
tension that the Gretna Green marriage was 
not invalidated by the subsequent Church 
of England ceremony, and that in conse- 
quence thereof he is the rightful owner of 
the barony of Macdonald. 

Of course the point against him is that the 
invalidation of the Gretna Green marriage 
was accepted at the time by the person most 
concerned—that.Js to say. by Alexander Mac- 
donald, who died as Alexander Bosville. As 
both Lord Macdonald and the claimant to 
his honors are rich men, they may be relied 
upon to fight to a finish, and the suit promises 
extremely rich pickings for the lawyers, since 
peerage cases entail particularly large ex- 
penditures.

Lord Macdonald’s country home is Armi- 
dale castle, on the south coast of the island 
of Skye, overlooking the sound of Sleet. One 
of the features of the piace is a large Gothic 
window of painted glass, representing the 
celebrated Somerled, first lord of the isles, in 
full Highland costume and armed with 
sword, battle ax. and targe; a Celtic chief, by 
whose efforts the Norwegians had been 
driven frém the mainiand of Scotland. He 
married Effrica, a daughter of Olave, one 

of the Norwegian kings of the Isle of Man. 
His immediate successors managed to re- 
taln what he had held and became the most 
powerful chiefs in Scotland. Indeed, his 
grandson, the third lord of the isles, repeat- 
edly visited the English court, towards the 
end of the fourteenth century, as an inde- 
pendent prince. He was able to put 10 000 
men in the fleld; and his successor, with a 
force of similar dimensions, seized and 
burned Inverness by way of avenging a slight 
to which he had been subjected by the king 
of Scotland. The last nonroyal lord of the 
isles was John, who was likewige earl of 
Ross. He was deprived of his honors for re- 
bellion- against King James II. of Scotland. 
Some of them were restored to him on his 
reconciliation to the crown, But not the title 
of lord of the isles, which was retained by the 
king, and has been eince the union of the 
English and Scotch crowns, one of the most 

highly prized titles of the prince of Wales 


— 

\ Sir Donald Macdonald, who was the chief- 
tain of the clan in the days of Charles I. of 
England, received a baronetcy, which is the 
second in point of seniority in the kingdom of 
Scotland. The seventh baronet took no part 
in the Jacobite rebellion of 1745. but contrib- 
uted to the escape of the pretender. an escape 
in which his niece, Plora Macdonald, played 
the réle of heroine. This was the chieftain 
who entertained Dr. Johnson and Bos well on 
their famous tour in Scotland, at his castle of 
Armidale. His wife was so loved that it is 
recorded that when she traveled through the 
Island of Skye the people ran in crowds be- 
fore her and removed the stones from the 
road lest her carriage should be jolted, 

She is described as having been one of 
the greatest beauties of her age, Dr. Johnson 
writing of her that even in her eighty-fifth 
year she had little reason to accuse time 
of depredations on her beauty. Her eldest 
son was Sir James Macdonald, whe achieved 
much fame as one of the greatest scholars 
and mathematicians of his time, and who 
died at Rome. By his orders all his writings 
and papers were interred with him in the 
coffin containing his remains. 

It was his brother who was created first 
Lord Macdonald of the present creation. The 
present one is, as I have mentioned above, the 
sixth baron, the fourteenth baronet, and the 
twenty-first chief of the clan Macdonald. 
His eldest son, whose rights of succession to 
the family honors are now endangered by 
the claims of Alexander Bosville, bears the 
Christian name of the founder of the clan, 
namely, Somerled. 

— 

Talking of claimants to peerages, the pre- 
tender to the earldom of Poulett,.who during 
the lifetime of the late earl was wont to pa- 
rade the streets of London as an organ grind- 
er, bearing a placard on which was inscribed 
an intimation that he was Viscount Hinton 
and that he was forced to earn his bread in 
that fashion owing. to the refusal] of his fa- 
ther, the Earl Poulett, to contribute any- 
thing to his support, has just died in the in- 
firmary of the Holborn poorhouse—or ‘‘work- 
house,” as institutions of this kind are styled 
in England. 

When the late earl died he instituted legal 
proceedings for the possession of the exten- 
sive @states of the earldom, but was signally 
defeated. Then he brought forward a claim 
to the earldom. But the committee of privi- 
leges of the house of lords, after hearing all 
the evidence, determined that he could not 
possibly be the son of the late Earl Poulett, 
although born during the period of his moth- 
er's lawful marriage to that peer. 

= 

Consequently the earldom was vested in the 
late lord’s son by a subsequent and third 
marriage. This son succeeded as seventh 
earl and married just a year ago Miss Sylvia 
Storey of the London Gaiety theater, daugh- 
ter of the actor Fred Storey. He made a 
small allowance to the defeated claimant, 
who was, however, an improvident, shift 
creature, and he has now furnished, through 
his lawyers, the money necessary for the 


to feel that the individual who brought so 
much trouble and unenviable notoriety to the 
house of Poulett is now safely beneath the 
ground. 

He could not consider himself related in any 
way to the giaimant.

Street Car Neises. 


Chicago, Oct. Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~The traction company's cars are nine out 
of ten in bad condition. The wheels at every 
revolution produce a pounding roar like the 
report of a large sledgehammer that ie struck 
on the rail. This peculiar pounding increases 
the noise of the car at least 100 per cent. 
It is tremendously nerye racking. A truck 
in serviceable condition makes little noise 
outside of friction, except at the joints of the 
rails on worn traeks of the old type and at 


trucks for the street cars has increased con- 
siderably during the last two or three years. 
These cars have their proper plece in the 
repair shop until the trucks and wheels have 
been put into proper serviceable condition. 
But judging from the course followed by 
the street car companies in rather increasing 
than decreasing the number of bad cars on 
their lines, the street car companies will not 
observe proper care until forced to do. 80. 
Therefore the only and practical way to 
deal with this matter would be for the city 
council to pass an ordinance making the 
street car companies pay a fine of $100 a day 
for each car kept or put into service while its 
truck or wheels, through lack of repairs or 
otherwise, causes noise greater than that of 
a car kept in good and excellent working 
order. There is evidently no other remedy 
for this long continued neglect. C. A. J.

QUICK AT TRADING ART. 


Trip Up Long Unexplored River 
Ends Without Disaster 
to the Voyagers. 


Fifty-first Installment of a Diary of a 
47,000 Mile Journey. 
BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D.

Tuesday—No mosquitoes last night, and a 
fine, cool breeze, which made a blanket neo- 
essary. Indeed, I think I have slept under 
a blanket every night since I have been in 
New Guinea. We left our anchorage at sun- 
rise and, after two hours’ steaming, anchored 


lage of Olim, where the captain and Mr. 
Heine went ashore to get boys. They re- 
turned in a half hour empty handed. In the 
meantime I had a busy half hour on the Siar, 
trading with the men who had come out in 
their long, fine canoes. They were keen for 
knivesandsmal axes, and I got some wonder- 
fully beautiful feathered spears. The skill 
ef these men in handling their canoes is most 
remarkable; they all stand up and apparent- 
ly are going to topple over every second, but 
they dart back and forth with wonderful 
rapidity. They are by far the most skillful 
eanSe men I ever have seen. 

At 9 o'clock, ninety-five miles from the 
mouth of the Kaiserin Augusta river, we 
continue on up. Low, flat, and much treeless 
country prevails. At 10:80 o’clock we anchor 
off the big village of Magem, which we could 
gee afar off,-for it is at one end of a mighty 
turn in the big river. Evidently they were 
prepared for us, for within ten minutes after 
we anchored, our boat was fairly surrounded 
by canoes with men eager to trade feathered 
spears, carvings, pottery, etc., for knives. 
But I was not allowed to trade for fear it 
would interfere with recruiting. Mr. Heine 
and I at once went ashore to see if we could 
buy a boy. 

Magem is the largest and most interesting 
village I have seen on the river. The bank 
here is a real bank, ten feet high. The six- 
teen houses are strung along for half a mile 
in the midet of cocoa and areca palms and 
banana, papaya, and bread fruit trees. We 
were greeted by a big crowd of lusty men.

Voyage Explained to Natives. 

Mr. Heine and I were at once presented 
with a leaf of tobacco and a beautifully fea- 
thered spear and were besought to trade for 
all sorts of things, which we declined. Final- 
ly the excited crowd grew quiet and we gat 
down on a long upturned canoe and in pidgin 
English talked to a lad from the coast who 
put our words into the language of our 

“pilot,” who in turn told the people why 
a boat had ascended the river for the first 
time in twenty years. 

While Mr. Heine spread his wares and 
eloquence for a boy, I looked about the vill- 
age. The house in front of which we were, 
and which is typical, was about eighty feet 
long, with crescent-shaped roof, high over- 
hanging gables and closed ends, and on 
piles about fifteen feet high. 

The entrance is by a notched stick ladder, 
leading directly into the house from beneath, 
there being no veranda and no sign of open- 
ing in front. To be sure one section of the 
palm leaf end is movable and from behind 
that peered the eyes of the women or chil- 
dren, but of them we could see nothing but 
eyes, and no woman or child did we see dur- 
ing the whole day, though I saw for a mo- 
ment the face of a girl; a chain of black 
fiber rings hung from her nose. 

Everybody stared at us, for to the majority 
of these people, perhaps nearly all, we were 
the first whites they had ever seen: One 
old chap rubbed his fingers over my bare 
arm to see if the white would come off. My 
eye glasses were objects of great interest, 
as were our shoes, and as I opened my camera 
the crowd in front of me melted away, for 
our visit was not understood and they were 
afraid of us. We were armed and had two 
police boys with rifles. 


Canoes Finest of Kind. 

Under the houses and along the beach 
were dugout canoes, the finest I ever have 
seen, the prow of each being splendidly 
earved, though the type of canoe was the 
same as we had become accustomed to an the 
river, but these were bolder, more graceful, 
more beautiful. One grand canoe had a 
prow in the form of a great bird, and behind 
this a realistic pristis (sawfish), but the ma- 
jority of the carved prows were realistic 
heads of alligators. Many fish traps were in 
sight, and pigs and fine chickens were abun- 
@ant, canoes were being built, two houses 
were in course of erection, and im every re- 
spect the village showed signs of a healthy, 
active life. The coast culture is here chang- 
img into a different one. Even the physical 
nature of the people seemed different—more 
of a negroid character. 

I entered the Tambaran house, going up 
steps made Of wornout drums resting on in- 

» clined poles and held in place by stakes in 
the ground, the ascent being steep and the 
Steps far apart. The climb was rendered 
easier by a hand polished rattan cane which 
Was fastened inside the house, the other 
end reaching the grdund. Within were sev- 
eral great, splendid drums, with finely carved 
sides and projecting ends, which were carved 
in realistic animal form; a man, alligators, 
turtles and a splendid boar’s head were 
dome of the forms I noticed. Among the 
drums I noticed a new type, one end termi- 
nating not in a projecting carved figure, but

This village represen perhaps, the third 
of three grades of condition of culture I 
have encountered in New Guinea. The first 
is represented in Potsdam Hafen; there they 
were fairly well supplied with beads, knives, 
axes, etc., but they have to pay taxes and 
they know the purchasing power of the 
mark, and their frequent request was Me 
likem moaney."’ The first village we en- 
countered down the river represents the 
second; they have a few knives and axes; 
they are ready for beads and calico. 

But these Magem people, well, they have 
had just enough experience of steel knives 
and axes to know the superiority of such tools’ 
over their own of stone and shell. They 
wanted steel and wanted it badly, especially 
small axes, Their contempt for beads, fish 
hooks, fish lines, looking glasses, and, espe- 
clally, calico was simply superb. One could 
not give away calico, and as for tobacco, 
they have tobacco to sell, besides they roll 
their own cigarets and do not know the pipe, 
and our “negro-head twist" is a pipe to- 
bacoo. I got some really fine meterial and 
would have got more, had just got started, 
in fact, but the captain felt that his time 
was up, to my infinite regret, and so at 4 
o'clock we returned to the Slar, weighed 
anchor at once and headed down the river 
at full speed, the current now aiding us 
greatly. 


Forced to Turn Backward. 

We had traversed 110 miles of this noble 
river. Two days more, or perhaps one, would 
have brought us into a new country, in 
among the mountains. Both the captain and 
Mr. Heine expressed great desire to pen- 
etrate farther into the interior, but the time 
had come for the Siar to return to the home 
port to prepare for its regular trip to the 
Huon gulf region. I would give much for 
one or two days more, but ag it is I have had 
a most wonderful and a really beautiful trip 
coast rarely viaited and a river never 
but once before seen by white men. 

Wednesday—We had our first really glo- 
rious sunrise this morning, for while we have 
been favored by almost uniformly fair 
weather, it has never been really clear, the 
moisture in the air, both on the river and on 
the. coast, generally preventing really fine 
far away views. But this morning the big 
star burned grandly in the east above the 
river, and gave way finally to the most beau- 
tiful and delicate tints, Uighting up the far 
distant filmy clouds, all like the gold and blue 
and azure of the glorious birds of paradise 
of this paradise of birds. As we entered the 
island region of the river we had a splendid 
view of the distant mountains far away to 
1 rising grandly in a mighty blue 
wall. 

At 9 o'clock we anchored off Bin, the village 
we passed by on our way up owing to the 
rain. We went ashore and found a lUttle 
cluster of a half dozen houses standing in 
a corner formed by the river and a thread of 
a canal in which their canoes are moored, 
of the same type as lower down the river and 
as the village just above. As our pilots ”’ 
had come from the sago camp just below, 
and as they now have confidence in our 
peaceful intentions, the captain had no dim - 
culty in securing a boy; at once he was off to 
the Siar with him in the gig. 


Volcanoes Add to Beauty. 

Mr. Heine and I remained, having the 
whaleboat. I at once began to trade and sup- 
posed I would have an hour or so, but no 
sooner had the captain gone aboard-than 
he blew the whistle and Mr. Heine and I 
had to return to our ship. But even in ten 
minutes I got over forty interesting speci- 
mens, including two carved drums and 
many beautiful headdresses of birds of para- 
dise, the only ones I had seen. 

At 10 o’clock we were off down the river 
again at full speed. A little below Bin we 
put ashore our two old “ pilots,”” who now re- 
joiced in white cotton suits, several blue bead 
necklaces, and an ax each. 

At 11:30 we could see two of the Schouten 
islands, their fine blue heads rising above the 
lowland forests between us and the shore 
line. A little after 1 o’clock we entered the 
last reach of the river and its widening mouth 
emptied into the sea beyond, up out of which, 
opposite the center of the river's mouth, rose 
the graceful cone of the active volcang-Les- 
son, smoking at the top, with nearly/ ren 
walls. As we entered farther into theriver’s 
mouth we could see to the left Blossvi nd 
down the coast to the south the majestic vol- 
cano. Vulcan, its head buried as under a 
gigantic cap in white clouds and its own 
smoke. The muddy water ot the river ex- 
tended far out beyond Lesson and as we 
turned east to go down the coast we could 
see and finally passed out of the muddy river 
water into the blue, clean sea, the demarca- 
tion between the two waters being as sharp 
and clear cut as between a dirty yellow anda 
clear blue. Where one color ended the 
other began at once, and this distinction 
could be made out far into the sea, as far 
as the eye could reach.

Chances of Retaining State 
Championship Are Poor, 
Says Eekersall. 


COACH WORKS MEN HARD.

“Make Better Showing Against 
Gophers than ‘Hawkeyes 
Did,“ Is the Slogan.

‘Ames, Ia., Oct. 4.—[Special.}—With only 
three old players in college this year at the 
Jowa State Agricultural college, generally 
known as Ames, prospects for a football team 
which will retain the championship of the

Coach Clyde Williams, the great little play- 
or who was a member of the University of 
Iowa in 1900, when the unbeaten Hawkeyes 
claimed the western championship and de- 
cisively defeated Chicago and Michigan, is 
making the most of the situation. To make 
a better showing against Minnesota on Sat- 
urday than Iowa did last week is the slogan 
here. 

Coach Williams, not satisfied with the 
showing of his team against Coe last Satur- 
day, put the eleven through a flerce and gruel- 
ing scrimmage this afternoon. Fumbling 
and poor tackling are the things Williams 
hopes to eradicate before the Minnesota 
struggle. He asserted that constant fumbling 
by the backs was responsible for the score 
not being larger in favor of his eleven in the 
Coe game. Me also claimed that poor open 
field tackling was the cause of Coe register- 
ing its only score. — 


Coach Drives Men Hard. 


Williams realizes the importance of having 
his men proficient in these departments be- 
fore Saturday, and to accomplish this purpose the 
scrimmage was long and fiercely contested. The 
University of Iowa and Iowa State (Ames) both 
are supported and maintained by the state, con- 
sequently there is bitter rivalry between the two 
institutions, and a victory for either makes the 
gridifon season a howling success. The general 
feeling here in regard to this contest is that the 
team from Iowa City looks better right now, but 
the supporters of Ames team are banking on Will- 
fams to get a team together which will defeat 
Iowa and incidentally gain a little more recogni- 
tion from the state government when the. appropri- 
ations are made for the support of the various 
state institutions 

The spirit here is great and for a college with 
no gymnasium or other athletic inducements, Ames 
deserves a deal of credit for the showing it has 
made in past yeara. To an athlete who has been 
used to athletic luxuries such as lockers, shower 
bath, rubbing tables, and a decent place to dress, 
the situation here would be anything but en- 
ouring. After practice the players stand in 
tubs and clean themselves as weil as conditions 
allow, while the facilities for rubbing and medical 
attention are limited. Despite the great handi- 
cap there were thirty-eight players on the field this 
afternoon, while two class teams practiced on the 
@ampus for their annual struggle next week. 


Students Loyal to Athletics. 


In order to make athletics as self-supporting as 
possibile, athletic tickets are sold to each stu- 
dent for $2 which admits them to every athietic 
contest on the home field during the school year. 
Twelve hundred of these already have been sold, 
so willingly do the studeifts stand ready to help 
athletics. 

Ames is a member of the Missouri valley confer- 
ence and as such competes with all the leading 
colleges in this section. Like the western con- 
ference, the Missouri valley organization has passed 
rules forbidding freshmen to compete in intercol- 
legiate athletics and allowing but three years of 
Although Ames always has been a 
strong contender for premier honors in its or- 
ganization, its bitterest rivais are located in the 
state within a radius of sixty miles. iowa, Drake, 
and Grinnell are the teams that must be beaten 
at all hazards and nothing is left undone to de- 
velop the team here to its highest point of foot- 
* pérfection when the first one of the rivals 

met. 

Coach Willianis fs not thinking much about his 
local evenings right now, for he is bent on holding 
Minnesota to a lower scort than Iowa did. It this 
is accomplished, he asserts, it will give his green 
eleven more confidence when it meets the other 
teams in the state. The feeling among players and 
students is that Ames will be beaten badly, but 
a better showing than Iowa made will be the cause 
of a tremendous celebration. 

Besides eradicating fumbling and poor tackling 
the scrimmage today served another purpose. The 
scrubs were given the Minnesota formation, and 
the varsity was taught a defense to meet them 
which it is thought will stop the Gophers’ pet plays.

Tricks Fail to Bring Scores, but Stagg’s 
‘Regulars Get Touchdowns. 


Indiana,“ in the guise of eleven of Coach 
Walker's best freshmen, met a sad fate on 
Marshall field yesterday whén, with forty 
minutes in which to try out Jimmy ”’ Shel- 
don’s pet formations, they were unable to 
soore on the Maroon regulars. Stagg’s bunch, 
for its part, slipped by the first team for a 
brace of touchdowns. 

The work of the bunch led by Page was 
somewhat of a revelation to the rooters. 
The little captain, acting on the suggestion 
of Coach Stagg, let loose many forward 
passes, and most of these proved good for 
long gains. The really seneational feature, 
and one which showed unexpected possibill- 
ties in Bunny Rogers, occurred when that 
player shot a forward pass to Menaul after 
he had negotiated a gain of twenty-five yards 
himself. Menaul sprinted the rest of the 
distance for a touchdown with a clear field 
before him. Sauer made the other score on 
an end run.

Policy of United States Treasury Dis- 
eussed in Circular.

The pr Pc 
surplus is the largest in the company’s his- 
tory. The unfilled orders and contracts on 
hand on Aug. 31 amounted to 91,498 tons, 
against 72,894 in the previous year. 

Friends of the company are of the opinion 
that in December the regular quarterly 
dividend of 1% per cent will be distributed on 
the preferred stock. 


United States Treasury Plans. 

In its monthly circular dealing with United 
States treasury and financial affairs the 
Nationa) City bank of New York says: 

“ Partly lost sight of in the multiplicity of 
interesting things growing out ot the new 
tariff legislation was the really mportant fact 
that congress has definitely determined that 
the Panama canal shall be paid for out of the 
proceeds of bonds. When the original 
Panama act became a law there was a large 
surplus in the treasury, a portion of which 
congress decreed should be expended on the 
canal. In this manner treasury cash was 
utilized to the extent of $60,000,000, of which 
$40,000,000 was paid to the French company 
for the rights and property, $10,000,000 to 
the republic of Panama for the canal strip, 
and the remaining $10,000,000 appropriated 
for preliminary construction. 

In addition the secretary of the treasury 
was authorized to sell $130,000,000 Panama 
bonds, from the proceeds of which the work 
should be continued. As the cost of the 
canal to completion would largely exceed 
the amounts which might be raised by sales 
of bonds under this authority, either current 
revenues would have been utilized or new 
authority would have been required cover- 
ing further issues of bonds. 

The recent bond tegislation authorized 
an issue large enough ffot only to cover all 
further estimated work on the canal, but for 
reimbursement of the treasury for the $60,- 
000,000 taken out of the general fund as 
above indicated, and, as the act itself de- 
clares that the issue is ‘to cover the entire 
cost of the canal from its inception to its 
completion,’ it would seem that congress has 
definitely fixed the policy of paßing for this 
great and permanent public undertaking by 
issuing bonds, and has departed from what 
it originally intended to do—namely: pay for 
it out of revenues in part and in part from 
the proceeds of loans. 


American Telephone. 

The American Telephone and Telegraph 
company had at the beginning of the current 
year 30 per cent more bonds than stock out- 
standing, or $208,000,000 bonds to $158,476,600 
stock. Since the conversion privilege on 
March 1, the bonded debt has been steadily 
decreasing and the capita! stock increasing. 
At the present time $90,489,000 of the con- 
vertible bonds have been exchanged into 
$67,399,800 capital stock. In addition to the 
increase’ in stock through conversion, the 
company has issued $40,000,000 stock in ex- 
change for shares of subsidiary companies. 
There is today outstanding $265,000,000 tele- 
phone stock and $113,000,000 bonds. 


Westinghouse Electric Earnings. 

It is announced that since the beginning of 
its fiscal year April 1, the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing company has 
been doing as large a gross business as for 
any previous year in its history. During 
the last four months sales were at the rate 
Of $35,000,000 a year: August net profits 
were $255,000, being at the rate of 7 per cent 
on the common stock. The directors have 

paid off one-quarter of the 14 per cent ac- 
crued dividends on the $3,998,700 preferred 
shares. By the end of the current fiscal year 
the directors predict earnings will be at the 
rate of at least 9 per cent on the common. 


Condition of National Banks. 
Following is an abstract of the report 
made to the controller of the currency, ag

World’s shipments were heavy and 
there was a liberal run of wheat in the north- 
west, with an increase of 1,400,000 bu and a 
fair increase in the visible supply both in 
thie country and Canada were among the 
bearish factors.

way, the undertone being surprisingly firm. 


Northwest Movement Is Large. 

Arrivals at the two northwestern markets 
footed up a total of 2,267 cars, against 1,981 
cars & year ago, while Win nipeg had 1,465 
cars, compared to 771 cars a year ago.

Grain men in the east now regard 60c for May 
corn as a fair price,“ said B. W. Wagner, who 
returned yesterday from a three weeks’ trip in the 
east.
